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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . After a further search and a thorough examination of the present application and 
in light of the prior art made of record, claims 1, 3-12, 14-19, 21 : 26, 28-32, 34-39, 41- 
47, and 49-64 are found to be in condition for allowance. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

The claims are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited reference 
taken individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose an image pickup 
apparatus comprising a convergence distance deciding means for deciding, on the 
basis of a detected object distance, a convergence distance indicative of a distance to 
an intersection point of optical axes defined by a pair of mirrors disposed symmetrically, 
and driving means for driving the pair of mirrors in such a way as to attain a decided 
convergence distance, and wherein the image pickup apparatus has a first mode in 
which the convergence distance is shorter than the object distance, a second mode in 
which the convergence distance is substantially equal to the object distance, and a third 
mode in which the convergence distance is longer than the object distance, and the 
convergence distance deciding means decides the convergence distance based on the 
basis of one of the first mode, the second mode and the third mode. 
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It is noted that the closest prior art of record (Ishikawa et al. US Patent no. 
6549650) teaches a similar image pickup apparatus, however, Ishikawa et al. fails to 
particularly teach or suggest "a convergence distance deciding means indicative of a 
distance to an intersection point of optical axes defined by a pair of mirrors which are 
disposed symmetrically, driving means for driving the pair of mirrors in such a way as to 
attain a decided convergence distance, and wherein the image pickup apparatus has a 
first mode in which the convergence distance is shorter than the object distance, a 
second mode in which the convergence distance is substantially equal to the object 
distance, and a third mode in which the convergence distance is longer than the object 
distance, and the convergence distance deciding means decides the convergence 
distance based on the basis of one of the first mode, the second mode and the third 
mode" as specified in the claims.
